With so much good whisky in. tl/e - 
world-nearly two dozen countries fos'tering 
hundreds of distillers that produce thousands 
of varieties-it can be hard to stray from that 
go-to glass. In the hopes of expanding your 
hooch horizons, here’s an easy guide to 
whisky that’s bound tp go down smooth. 
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SCOTTISH WHISKY 



1 SINGLE MALT 

Made from 100 percent malted barley at a 
single distillery and aged in previously-used 
oak barrels (which often contained sherry 
or port) for at least three years. Flavour varies 
by region: Single malts from the Highlands 
and Speyside are sweet and smooth; those 
made on Islay, where the malted barley is 
heated with peat, are far smolder. 

TASTE: Wildly diverse. One could be light with 
grassy notes and hints of dried fruit; another 
may be full-bodied, with touches of chocolate, 
sherry, and smoke. 

TWO TO TRY: Oban 14 Year Old, ^4,000 
(Highland); Laphroaig Quarter Cask, 

^4,300 (Islay) 

2 BLENDED 

The most popular type of scotch, it’s a 
mixture of one or more types of single malt 
from various distilleries, blended for 
consistency. They could contain as many 
as 40 varieties, and their age reflects that 
of the youngest scotch featured. 

TASTE: Depends on the blend, but most are 
characterised by an even-keeled sweetness, 
with less intensity than single malts. 

TWO TO TRY: Johnnie Walker Double 
Black, ^3,500; Monkey Shoulder Blended 
Malt, ^1,900 



1 SINGLE MALT 


2 BLENDED 


Irish single malts are made much the 
same way as scotch: From malted grains 
distilled and aged by a single distillery. 

But since Irish single malts are almost 
always distilled at least twice, they are 
considered a bit smoother. They’re also 
usually aged in unused oak barrels, or 
those that previously held sherry. 

TASTE: Clean and balanced, they’re 
sweeter than bourbon but not as complex 
as scotch. 

TWO TO TRY: Redbreast 15 Year Old, ^5,500; 
Powers John’s Lane 12 Year Old, ^4,300 


As in Scotland, Irish blends are made 
from several single malts mixed with 
other whiskey for balance and 
consistency. Some are aged, others are 
not, but all possess a distinct flavour 
profile. Blended Irish whiskeys are more 
nuanced than many die-hard Jameson 
aficionados might assume. 

TASTE: Sweet and simple, with a 
rugged finish. 

TWO TO TRY: Kilbeggan, ^3,200;

The only 
difference between bourbon and 
Tennessee whiskey is the Lincoln County 
Process, or charcoal mellowing, a 
filtration step in which unaged whiskey is 
steeped in sugar maple charcoal chips 
before going into barrels for aging.

4 SINGLE MALT 

The youngest breed of American bourbon 
is made in the Scottish tradition (heating 
pre-germinated malt barley, as opposed 
to distilling a grain mash), but many 
distillers are barrelling it in fresh casks, 
so there’s an extra oakiness to the 
final batch.

Bring Michelin star-quality cooking to your kitchen 
with this simple but elegant roast duck. 

by ADAM SZCZECHURA 


experts say duck is one of the most delicate 

and tricky proteins out there. This is your chance to 
improve your cooking skills, with a little help from us. 
Here's how to create a tasty crispy roast duck. The 
sit-down dinner? Optional. 

There are four main elements to this dish: A potato 
tart, an orange preserve, a beetroot marmalade and 
the duck. Follow these instructions for a flawless meal 
you won't regret spending time overl 

For the potato tart: You'll need 3,000 gm sliced 
potatoes, 500 gm clarified butter, 100 gm parmesan 
cheese, and salt to taste. 

Thinly slice the potatoes, and add salt and clarified 
butter. Arrange the potatoes on a tray lined with 
butter paper and sprinkle parmesan in between. 
Cover with aluminium foil and bake in the oven at 


180° Celsius. Cool the potatoes and cut them into 
rectangular blocks. 

For the orange preserve: You'll need 1,000 gm peeled, 
de-seeded oranges and 500 gm sugar, 1 cinnamon 
stick, and some orange zest. 

Make a sugar syrup, cool it and add the orange slices. 
Vacuum-pack the mix and steam in oven for 
90 minutes at 56° C. Remove the mixture from the 
vacuum and put it in a pan to reduce. Add a cinnamon 
stick and reduce the mixture until it's thick. Finish by 
sprinkling some orange zest. 

For the beetroot marmalade: You'll need 1,000 gm 
beetroot, 250 gm sugar, 500 gm butter, 20 ml 
balsamic vinegar, and salt to taste. 

Boil the beetroot in a pan. Then, peel it and grate 
it. Now, heat a pan on a slow flame and add butter 


and sugar, till the sugar gets caramelised (becomes 
brown). Add the grated beetroot and cook until the 
mixture is soft. Finish with a dash of vinegar and salt. 

Now that your sauces are ready, tackle the final 
element— the duck. Marinate 300 gm duck with 
salt and orange peels, and then roast it in the oven 
at 180° C until cooked. Next, sear it on a pan till the 
skin is crispy and golden brown. Heat a separate pan 
and sear the potato till golden. Arrange the potato, 
marmalade and preserve on a plate. Arrange the 
duck on top of the marmalade and sprinkle the sauce. 
Garnish with dices of 20 gm beetroot, 50 gm orange 
segments, and fresh herbs. Dig in.

The Six Tastiest Superfoods 

What you should be eating for Popeye s strength, without letting your tastebuds miss out on all the action.

GUYS OFTEN ASK ME FOR WEIGHT-LOSS 
programmes or for diets to help them create 
muscle hypertrophy (an increase in the 
volume and size of muscles). The fact is, 
nutrition plays a very vital role in achieving 
your fitness goal-whatever it is. Here’s a list of 
the best, and mostly underrated, foods that 
will not only give you a boost of energy and 
help you build muscle mass, but will also give 
you the essential vitamins and minerals. Plus, 
they can taste like a dream. 

PEANUTS: We’ve all heard about the benefits 
of almonds and walnuts, but peanuts are the 
real winners-they are rich in protein, omega 
3 and iron which are the ideal nutrients for 
cell development. They also give you Vitamin 
B6, magnesium and monosaturated fats-the 
heart-healthy type. Guys who want to watch 
their weight might want to be careful as 
peanuts have a high calorie value. But anyone 
can get away with a serving of 40 gm. 

CURD OR YOGURT: Curd is rich in casein (a 
form of protein) and has nutrients that are 
easily absorbed by the digestive system. It also 


helps in absorbing helpful nutrients from 
other foods you're eating. Home-made yogurt 
also minimises the risk of high blood pressure 
and helps reduce cholesterol levels by 
preventing the thickening of carotid arteries. 
Curd is also an excellent substitute if you’re 
lactose intolerant. Remember, there's no such 
thing as too much yogurt so eat as much of it 
as you want. 

TOMATOES: Whether you call it a fruit or 
veggie, the tomato is a nutrient-dense 
superfood that you should be eating more 
of. Often called a "functional food" because 
it goes beyond providing just basic nutrition, 
it has also been found to prevent chronic 
diseases like diabetes and cancer. Tomatoes 
contain alpha-lipoic acid which helps the 
body convert glucose into energy-very 
important. They also contain choline, 
which helps with sleep, muscle movement, 
learning and memory. Choline also 
helps maintain the structure of cellular 
membranes, aids in the transmission of 
nerve impulses and there’s just so many 
ways you can eat them. 


SWEET POTATOES: Switch from your white 
potato staple to its healthier and tastier 
cousin, the sweet potato. Rich in beta- 
carotene and Vitamin D (a rarity), the sweet 
potato offers complex carbohydrates along 
with antioxidants and minerals like iron, 
magnesium and potassium. Compared to a 
normal white potato, a sweet potato has a 
lower glycaemic index (GI) i.e. lesser impact 
on your blood sugar levels, leaving you less 
likely to have a blood sugar crash after your 
meal. How you cook it is important. The GI of 
150 gm of boiled sweet potato is 46, and that 
of white potato is 80. Avoid baldng this 
superfood as that will increase the GI value. 

EGGS: These little things have the highest 
percentage of Biological Value (BV). The BV of 
a food is the rate of absorption of a food and 
eggs have a 100% BV rating. It’s a Class One 
protein and is packed with Vitamin A, B5, B12, 
B2, D, E, K, B6, folate, phosphorus, selenium, 
calcium and zinc. While various studies have 
proven that eggs are high in cholesterol, they 
don't adversely affect blood cholesterol. Two 
eggs a day will have more benefit than 
adverse effects. Common myth: Eating raw 
eggs as part of your workout diet helps 
increase fitness levels. In fact, doing this will 
actually decrease the BV of the eggs you’re 
eating and also increase your chances of 
catching an infection. Boiled eggs are the way 
to go with one egg giving you 63 calories, 

6 gm of protein and 5 gm of healthy fats. 

AVOCADOS: They contain a wide variety of 
nutrients including 20 different vitamins and 
minerals like Vitamin K, C, B5, B6, E, folate, 
potassium and small amounts of magnesium, 
manganese, copper, iron, zinc, phosphorous. 
Vitamin A, B1 (Thiamine), B2 (Riboflavin) and 
B3 (Niacin), truly maldng it a superfood. One 
avocado is approximately 160 calories, 2 gm 
of protein and 15 gm of healthy fats. Although 
it contains 9 gm of carbs, 7 of those are fibre. 
The benefits: It reduces the risk of diabetes, 
stroke, and coronary artery disease, and helps 
lower cholesterol. Just spread some mashed 
avocado on toast and sprinkle with salt. 


Lokhandwala is a nutrition and fitness expert, and 
the managing director of Muscle N Mind Fitness, 
Colaba, Mumbai.

3 MOISTURISE 

The ideal shave 
uses as few strokes 
as possible. To make 
the most of each 
swipe, you want your 
skin to be nice and 
slick. Choose a 
moisturiser that’s 
based on the type of 
razor you own. If you 
wield one with two 
blades or less, opt for 
a cream with a 
thicker consistency. 
Three blades or 
more? Go lighter. 
‘Anything denser can 
create deposits 
between the blades,” 
says Vivot. "You’ll 
make the razor 
difficult to rinse 
and the shave 
less effective.” 


4 LATHER UP 

Spread the shaving 
cream on top of the 
moisturiser. Apply 
it with two fingers 
in a circular motion. 
This will not only 
coax your stubble 
into standing tall but 
also soften it up in 
preparation for a 
quick, painless death. 
‘A good lather means 
creating a layer that 
doesn’t have time to 
dry,” says Vivot. Use 
a generous helping 
of product, assuming 
that half of it will 
remain on your face 
while the rest gets 
absorbed by the skin. 

5 SHAVE 

Start by shaving 
with the grain and 
then progress 
right to left, left to 
right, and finally 
against the grain. 
Stretch your skin 
with your fingers to 
keep it as flat as 
possible and leave 
your ‘stachefor last: 
“You want to let the 
shaving cream sink 
into the areas 
where the whiskers 
grow the thickest,” 
says Vivot.

Sir Bradley Wiggins’ cycling style 
has won him seven Olympic medals 
(four gold), a 2012 Tour de France

title), and a knighthood. Yet the 
Team Sl<y rider is also well-known as an 
arbiter of style off the bike. From his 
fierce competitive spirit to his distinctive 
fashion sense, the 34-year-old harks 
back to peacocking jocks like Joe Namath 
and Walt “Clyde” Frazier. “Aesthetics 
and style have always been important 
to me,” he says. Since 2012, he’s been 
worldng with Fred Perry to help design 
his own signature sportswear line. 

“My goal,” Wiggins explains, “has been 
to develop an authentic, non-technical 
range of off-cycle wear that is inspired by 
the best of the sport’s unique heritage.”

THROWBACK BESPOKE 

“I have a tailor in Soho [London] who’s 
sort of a rebel, Mark Powell. He refused to 
go on Savile Row. He used to make suits for 
David Bowie and Paul Weller. I go for the 
late ’60s, early ’70s look in my suits, when 
post-modernism evolved to a dandyish style: 
Big lapels, flared legs, the Saturday Night 
Fever look.” 

JUKEBOX HEROES 

“When I was a kid, I was into the Smiths, 
the Stone Roses, and Oasis. The first album 
I ever bought was the Smiths’ Meat Is Murder. 
Then I got into Paul Weller and the Jam. And, 
of course. The Who. I saw an interview with 
Pete Townshend when he was 18 or 19, and 
he was basically saying the Beatles were shit 
musicians. That’s rubbish, but amazingly 
confident for someone that age.” 


FASHIONABLY PROUD 

“I’m heavily involved with the Fred Perry 
line-in detailing, the colours, the themes. 

I get lots of inspiration from the retro 
cycling look. Guys like Eddy Merckx, 

Freddy Maertens, and Roger de Vlaeminck. 
Who can forget the big sideburns and 
Brooklyn cap turned upward? It’s a classic.” 

SCOOTER SAVVY 

“I collect Vespas and Lambrettas. All from 
1963 -the classic mod year. The GS Vespa, 
and TV 175, TV 200, SX 200 Lambrettas. 

Back then it wasn’t about horsepower 
and big engines. It was how they glided, 
the noise they made, the design.” 

REBEL WITHOUT A PAUSE 

“I’m definitely seen as different. My 
sideburns, my clothes, my interests. Standing 


out is quite a rare thing in sports these days. 
Being on a team-same clothes, same bike- 
it’s very easy to lose your identity. You’re 
encouraged to conform, and you all look like 
numbers. I always rebelled against that. Tried 
to look different. If you have some 
individuality, people are fascinated by it.” 

THE ALL-TERRAIN CYCLIST 

Wiggins has had success on both the track 
and the road, having successfully competed 
everywhere from Qatar to Australia. His 
riding style is tenacious and he has an 
uncanny understanding of his competition. 
On the road, he rides hard and fast, but 
switches tactics frequently to match the pace. 
He’s also suffered fewer injuries than some 
riders, based on his simple yet extensive 
training routine. In fact, he has been known 
for simple and regular over intense workouts.

If you’re in the strip-club district, head to 
ROLLIN SMOKE BARBEQUE (SoUth Highland

grub. The $24.99 all-you-can-eat special is the 


only way to go. Scenesters who prefer 
downtown Vegas will want an outdoor table at 
LE THAI (Fremont Street, Fri.-Sat. 
till 2 am) to soak up the scene over pork jerky 
and Chang beer. Back on the Strip, a local 
outpost of New York’s Brooklyn bowl 
(The LINQ, Fri.-Sat. till 3 am) serves superb 
Mexican pork rinds and French-bread pizzas. 

THE MORNING AFTER 

Cure a crippling hangover at la cave (Wynn), 
where the New York deli-style egg sandwich and 
poutine-ified tater tots smothered in brown gravy 
are tasty restoratives.

IN MOLTEN LEAD 

Another trick you’ll never need, courtesy of MythBusters Adam Savage and Jamie Hyneman. 




Materials 

• Lead (visit a junlcyard 
or auto repair shop, or 
purchase fishing weights) 

• Six-inch-deep saucepan 
or cast-iron pan 

• Industrial burner (the 
Idnd used to fry a chunk 
of meat works well) 

• NIOSH respirators 

• Hot dogs 

• Digital thermometer 
that reaches 540 °C 
(available on amazon.in) 


STEP 1 

Go outside. Put the lead 
in the pan and turn the 
heat high. 

STEP 2 

Strap on respirators to 
protect yourself from 
the gas. 

STEPS 

The lead will start melting 
around 327 °C, but don’t 
dip your fingers in yet! 
You want it to reach over 
454 °C to Idck the 
Leidenfi-ost effect into 
action-that’s when the 
water on your fingers 


comes into contact with 
the molten lead. Because 
the boiling point of lead 
is higher than water’s, 
your damp fingers 
produce an insulating 
barrier that keeps you 
from getting burned. 

STEP 4 

Take a hot dog and malce 
sure it’s still a little bit 
moist.

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INSIDE THE LOCKHEED MARTIN P-3 ORION, 

a high-tech, flat-gray turboprop used to track 
drug smugglers, two men eye the radar 
screens perched just outside the open cabin 
door. Another grips a joystick controlling a 
long-range infrared camera, which he zooms 
down on the dark, choppy waters below. 

Roughly 145 km off the coast of Costa Rica, 
5,000 feet above the Pacific Ocean, the team 
is searching for a speedboat. 

Two months earlier, this U.S. Customs 
and Border Protection team had spotted a 
sleek, 30-foot fibreglass vessel cutting 
through the waters north of the Galapagos 
Islands and, following the carefully 
choreographed rules of engagement, called 
in the cavalry, in this case a U.S. Coast 
Guard helicopter that was in the area. When 
the drug smugglers realised they’d been 
discovered, they leaped into action, 
unloading cocaine-bales and bales of it-and 
sweeping the boat clean. They were swift, 
but not swift enough. 

With the boat attempting to hightail 
it away from the scene, the helicopter team 
fired, disabling the craft, and arrested 
the crew. The next day, a CBP P-3 team out 
of Jacksonville, Florida, made yet another 


sortie, this one in the western Caribbean, 
near the Panama-Colombia border. That 
one netted 2,700 kg. All told, the CBP 
teams made six busts in 10 days, totalling 
8,000 kg of cocaine. That’s $1.3 billion 
worth of coke that will never make it 
anywhere in the world-not a bad way to 
start the summer. 

As the first line of defence against the 
estimated 600 tonnes of cocaine funnelled 
from South America each year, these P-3 
surveillance crews are a crucial cog in an 
interdiction strategy known as defence in 
depth, which targets drug runners in the 
early stages of delivery, intercepting them 
before they reach Central America or 
Mexico. Altogether, CBP’s scouts are 
credited with more than $8 billion in drug 
seizures a year, making them the world’s 
most successful counter-narcotics team. On 
average, they capture $1.3 million worth of 
coke for every hour they’re in the air. 

And yet they have the seemingly impossible 
task of finding tiny speedboats, not to mention 
semi-submersibles, in the 67.5 million km of 
hot zones that blanket the Caribbean and 
Eastern Pacific. As pilot BJ Hutchinson (his 
name-along with others-has been changed 
to protect him from cartel retaliation) admits, 
“It’s like having one car to patrol the entire 
state of Texas.” 

That’s where that high-tech surveillance 
equipment comes in. The radar has just 
detected a craft heading north toward 
Nicaragua at 20 knots. Keith Asbury, a jovial 
35-year-old pilot, quickly lowers the P-3 to 
500 feet for a closer look. 

Timo Martinez, the stocky camera 
operator, picks up something on his infrared 
screen: A tiny black dot with a white stream 
shooting behind it. As he zooms in further, 
he can see the photonegative image of the 
boat riding low, a sign that it’s weighed down 
with bales of coke and barrels of gas. “He’s 
definitely not out here to fish,” BJ says.

N THE MAIN HALLWAY OF 

the crew’s headquarters- 
the National Air Security 
Operations Centre in 
Jacksonville-there’s a drug lord 
“wall of shame,” 156 photos of 


bounty seized by the team: 3,670 kg of 
cocaine from a go-fast boat in the Eastern 


Pacific, 2,130 more from a bust near Colombia, 
5,913 from a vessel in the Caribbean. 

Back in the Miami Vice days of the 1980s, 
drug cartels employed small planes to ferry 
coke to the US. Mexicans would drop it near 
the border and then cart it into the U.S. on the 
backs of mules. “They would see us and not 
care,” says veteran radar operator Rick 
Barrett. As the planes were intercepted, 
smugglers began to supplant them with fishing 
boats capable of carrying up to 9,000 kg of 
contraband. Instead of filling the hulls with ice 
and fish, they packed them with powder. Still, 
the boats averaged only 10 to 12 knots, or less 
than 24 km per hour. 

When those vessels proved to be easy 
pickings for law enforcement, the smugglers 
turned to the long, narrow go-fast boats of 
racing and rum-running fame. Slicing 
through the water at 50 knots, the fibreglass 
hulls carry less coke than fishing boats can, 
but they’re harder to track on radar and 
harder to catch up to, once spotted. 

By the late 1990s, however, successful 
interdiction efforts in the Caribbean resulted 
in what drug trafficking analyst Bruce Bagley, 
chair of International Studies at the 
University of Miami, calls “a massive 
proliferation of Pacific corridor 
transportation.” Smugglers simply loaded 
their go-fast boats with barrels of gas and 
ventured way out to sea-at times 
1,600 km into the eastern Pacific-heading 
north toward Portland to drop their goods. 
Today they have taken what Lothar Eckardt, 
executive director of the U.S. National Air 
Security Operations, calls a “flood strategy,” 
spreading boats throughout the waters on 
the East and West coasts. 

In the late 2000s, strange vessels began 
surfacing like something out of a Jules Verne 
novel. Cobbled together in the jungles of 
Colombia, the so-called narco-subs skimmed 
along the ocean surface powered by small 
diesel engines. Crafted from fibreglass, they 
had narrow cross-sections that confounded 
radar and blue decks that blended into the 
seas. One CBP team spotted a semi- 
submersible disguised as a fishing vessel. 
After the smugglers had reached open 
water, they tore away the wood panels, 
revealing the slippery spectre beneath. 
Though no faster than fishing boats, these 
subs carry massive loads-as much as

five tonnes of coke. 

There is, it seems, no shortage of 
innovative delivery options-jet-skis, buoys, 
hollowed-out tree trunks and coke-filled 
torpedoes dragged behind boats, even 
unmanned drones. When you stop to think 
about it, the wall of shame becomes a 
dizzying taunt. 


G o! GO! GO!” SHOUTS ASBURY, 
as he bounds into a van with 
the troops. The sun is beating 
down on the tarmac here 

at the airport in Costa Rica. 

The giant gray P-3 looms 
nearby, a local maintenance crew carefully 
inspecting its propellers. 

The CBP logs about 140 missions a year, 
all launched from deployment spots that 
offer quick access to the drug trade. In total. 


there are 98 P-3 crew members based in 
Jacksonville and Corpus Christi, Texas. 

Each is summoned for duty roughly one 
week a month. 

As the guys board the plane and slip into 
their flight suits, they crack jokes and rib 
each other, clearly happy to be on the job. In 
the armed forces, they might be shuttling 
supplies or soldiers to specified targets. Here 
they get credit for making busts. “It’s almost 
like a dream job,” Asbury says. “You’re a law 
enforcement guy, you get to carry a gun... 

The guys in the navy are all jealous I got in.” 

To make the cut as a pilot or a flight 
engineer, candidates are required by the 
CBP to have 1,500 hours of flight time, 
which means most of them are military vets. 
Asbury spent nine years as a pilot and flight 
instructor in the navy. BJ logged six. For 
both, there’s a satisfying rush that comes 
with keeping cocaine off the streets. “In 


Iraq, you don’t necessarily get the full 
picture of what you’re doing,” Asbury says. 
“But here you see the bad guys, you see the 
drugs come off the water.” 

Right before takeoff, the team assembles for 
a debriefing near the cockpit. They’ve 
received information about another go-fast 
that left Ecuador the day before with roughly 
430 kg of cocaine in its hold. This one’s 
heading north toward a rendezvous with a 
fishing vessel off the coast of Nicaragua. The 
plan is to bust both boats mid-swap. 

This requires perfect timing, of course. Tip 
off the go-fast crew and it will dump the 
contraband-no matter how valuable - 
overboard. Wait too long and risk the 
darkness of night. Frightened smugglers have 
been known to cut their engines and play a 
waiting game, bobbing in the middle of the 
ocean until a P-3 gets low on gas and retreats 
to refuel. At times, the bandits even scuttle

The 

Drone 

Wars 


Ever since cocaine 
began pouring into 
the U.S. from Latin 
America in the ’70s, 
drug cartels and U.S. 
law enforcement have 
engaged in an arms 
race. The next field 
of battle is in the air, 
with traffickers using 
drones to ferry drugs 
and U.S. authorities 
using drones to track 
them. Drones have 
advantages over 
P-3s, such as longer 
flight time, and cost 
many millions less to 
produce. Still, despite 
the advantages, 
drones lack the power 
of the human eye and 
mind. Four years ago, 
for instance, P-3 pilot 
Shy Jenkins spotted 
a go-fast from 1,500 
feet that the radar 
had missed, and the 
boat was busted with 
almost 1,000 kg of 
coke on board. 


their boats, drugs and all, leaving the P-3 
team with no choice but to rescue them. At 
the moment, however, everything’s working 
according to plan. Timo zooms in on the 
go-fast, working his joystick like a fisherman 
angling for tuna, as the boat fills his screen. 
Known for his eagle eye, the camera operator 
can identify black blurs as bales of coke from 
eight kilometres away. “I think I see two 
engines and three people,” he says, leaning 
into the task. “But we can’t find out until we 
go overt. We can’t spook him.” 


A COUPLE OF HOURS INTO 

the mission, a thick blanket 
of clouds has moved in below 
us, obscuring even the infrared 

detector. And Timo is pissed. 

“Shit,” he says. “I just lost 
him.” As the camera sweeps over the ocean, 
it’s like looking for a deer tick on a giant 
scalp of rolling waves. 

Somehow, Timo finds the dot yet again and 
we’re back on target. But with sunset just an 
hour away, the mood is sombre. The plane 
that’s been feeding us info on the fishing 
vessel is running low on gas and has to head 
back to Corpus Christi. 

For all the thrill of the hunt, the game 
requires endless patience. Busting drug 
runners isn’t simply about finding them; it’s 
about catching them at just the right moment. 
The Joint Interagency Task Force-South- 
JIATFS for short-coordinates the 
interdiction efforts from a base in Key West, 
continuously reviewing the footage from the 
other plane’s camera feed. There’s a constant 
back-and-forth between the mission 
commanders. In this case, JIATFS calls the 
shots in conjunction with officials from 
Nicaragua, who are responsible for making 
the actual arrest. The collaboration requires 
a delicate balance. While the crew here is 
itching to spring the trap, they can’t make a 
move until they get the go-ahead from 
authorities thousands of kilometres away. 

Now, roughly 190 km offshore, the go-fast is 
too far out to sea for the Nicaraguan police. 

If the smugglers get within 19 km of the 
coast, however, the P-3 may have to 
recognise the no-fly zone imposed by 
international borders.

F THE NICARAGUANS DON’T 
come out,” Timo says, “we 
might go overt, turn on all the 
lights and try to scare the crap 

out of them, make them throw 

the dope overboard.” While 
waiting on instructions from the JIATFS, the 
crew decides to creep closer so as not to lose 
sight of the boat. “I don’t give a shit if he 
hears us,” Rick says. “I don’t want him to get 
too far away.” 

For the crew, the waiting game is 
excruciating. “During a nine-, 10-, 
sometimes 12-hour mission, being at that 
level of awareness, constantly flying sorties 
and determining whether something is 
suspect, is challenging,” says BJ. 

Outside the window, the setting sun casts 
a magnificent glow across the Pacific Ocean, 
splashing the black water with orange and 
red. Moments later, Dan Jameson, a puckish 
45-year-old pilot, comes by, lowering the 
canvas blinds and dimming the interior 
lights to make the P-3 harder to spot from 
below. By 6:30 pm, four hours into the 
mission, the feeling inside the plane has 
darkened, too. The go-fast has gone dead 
in the water, cutting its engines. Perhaps for 
refuelling, perhaps because the smugglers 
know their pursuers are lingering thousands 
of feet above them. With the engines off, 
and no heat bounding from the boat, Timo’s 
infrared is useless. 

“They tell us we’re sitting on a guy 
who has dope,” he says, looking at the 
black screen. “And there’s nothing we can do 
about it.” 

By 7:30 pm, with the wind speckling the 
seas with whitecaps, we’ve lost radar 
contact, too. Timo pans his camera back and 
forth. Nothing. “Shit!” he says. 

But tonight gets back on track after all. 
After two hours without any sign of the 
go-fast, Timo’s infrared suddenly snaps back 
in on the boat, which is now cutting through 
the waves about 32 km from the last 
confirmed location. The sounds of cheers 
and high-fives fill the plane. The mission is a 
success, and now it’s time to call in the navy 
to take over. “You know what?” says Rick. 

“It doesn’t matter that we lost him for two 
hours, because we found him. That two 
hours of anxiety was for nothing.” 
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B ack at the palm-lined hotel 
pool, dressed in shorts and 
T-shirts, the guys unwind over 
beers, cigars, and home 

movies showcasing their drug 

busts. Over the past week, 
many have compared their profession to 
fishing-the waiting, the patience, the 
catches-and, in a way, they do seem like 
sportsmen. They even have a running bet 
with the Corpus Christi crew. “We compete 
to see who can get the most dope,” Timo 
says. So far this year, his team is 15,000 kg 
ahead, he brags. 

The men take turns showing off their 
trophies. Gail Henley, a detection 
enforcement officer, boots up footage of 
a narco-sub scuttled by the crew moments 
after it was tied to a police boat, pulling 
both vessels down. Rick plays a video of 


a plane that landed in Nicaragua. As the 
P-3 clandestinely watched from above, a 
procession of locals carried bales of coke 
to the boats on a nearby beach. The most 
dramatic clip shows a go-fast striking shore 
in Ecuador after the local army shot out 
its engine. As the guns blazed, villagers 
streamed in to retrieve the coke, firing back 
at the soldiers. “It was like a gang fight on 
the beach,” Rick says. 

Given the drug war’s history, it’s only a 
matter of time until the men are chasing 
some new phantom. In 2011, a 100-foot 
sub capable of carrying eight tonnes of coke 
and diving 30 feet underwater was 
discovered in a Colombian mangrove 
swamp. And an even more chilling spectre 
waits on the horizon: Unmanned aircraft. 
The U.S. is already using drones to combat 
smugglers. They cost millions less to 


produce, they stay aloft longer, and their 
small, thin profiles make them very 
stealthy. Bagley calls them the wave of the 
future. “Drug traffickers have incentives to 
innovate constantly,” he says. “They’re 
usually two or three steps ahead of 
government bureaucracy.” 

Meanwhile, the battles wage on. 

In the end, the go-fast boat the guys were 
tailing was intercepted by that navy 
P-3 dispatched from El Salvador. The 
smugglers dumped their cargo-estimated to 
be a half-tonne haul worth upwards 
of $74 million-into the ocean. In March, 
the Coast Guard unloaded another 
$122 million worth of captured contraband 
in San Diego. But, as Asbury points out, 
there are always more boats to catch. “You 
go right back out there,” he says, “and find 
another one.” 181

Organise mimosas, pancakes, waffles, 
scrambled eggs and bacon-the breakfast 
menu will definitely be a success with the 
guests who stay back till the end of the 
party. During the course of your party have 
a few cold starters lying on tables around 
the venue. It’s very annoying when you’re 
forced to have semi-cold chicken tikka, or 
waiters interrupting your conversation with 
someone, so skip the waiters altogether.” 

Ramona: “A successful party is a 
combination of everything. It’s all about 
the right crowd, the right ambience, and 
the host has to be a really good friend. I’m 
quite selective about going out. I’m a total 
MTV chick, though, and I love house and 
club music. A lot of people like techno and 
trance-but it’s really about creating the right 
mix to cater to all your guests’ tastes.”

Also, if there’s grass, try 
to cover a few areas with carpet-women in 
high heels and designer dresses don’t take 
kindly to soft grass and soil! 

While you’ll probably do a good job with 
the drinks, you need to have a well 
thought-out food menu to complement them. 
Most people won’t eat a proper meal, but it’s 
important to serve food anyway.”

By the end of it, everyone has 
something to talk about and a memento 
picture to take with them!” 

The invitations are a very important 
element. They will set the tone for your party. 
“Always send a personalised postal invite and 
then follow up with a call or text; this lets 
your guest know you really want her to attend 
your party. But don’t go overboard with the 
number of times you invite-you don’t want to 
come off as desperate for guests.” 

Besides the invitation, you have to pay 
attention to your guest list: “When you are 
mixing more than two or three groups of 
friends, make sure that they have something 
in common to connect. You don’t want your 
guests standing in little groups in corners.

THEY ARE A SINGULARLY UNIQUE BAND OF 

brothers, who are, perhaps, joined at the 
metaphorical hip with their common desire to 
push themselves so far out of the comfort 
zone that it borders on self-flagellation. They 
are the guys with big hearts and even bigger 
balls. They are the motorcyclists who take 
part in-and win-the Maruti Suzuld Raid de 
Himalaya rally. 

While competing in the Xtreme category 
of the Raid-be it cars or bikes-itself lends a 
punishing dimension to the term “living on 
the edge,” the bikers, who have been a regular 
fixture since the Raid first started as a rag-tag 
endurance rally 16 years back, remain the 
heart and soul of the highest-altitude 
motorsports event in the world. Yet, 
somehow, the spotlight fails to shine on 
them more often than not. 


Devoid of the comforts of four wheels, 
these bikers do a precarious high-speed 
balancing act on tracks hewn high up on the 
mountainside, which are booby-trapped with 
gravel, sand, rocks, boulders, waterfalls, 
gushing streams, gnarly riverbeds, gaping 
drops and benignly devilish patches of black 
ice. That’s what you get above 10,000 ft. If all 
this is not enough, add sub-zero temperatures, 
vertigo-inducing altitude and oxygen 
deprivation. It’s a heady mix, and if one is 
having a particularly bad day, one has to 
taclde face-blinding blizzards or even 
earthquakes. Falling is not an option, yet 
some do. Some carry on after picldng up the 
pieces, while others call it a day to tend to 
their broken bones, cracked ribs and bruised 
sldn, only to return to race in the majestic 
mountains in yet another edition of the Raid. 
And, even the best in the business sometimes 
bite the dust. 

Before one is tempted to label this motley 
crew of riders as a bunch of lunatics, let it 
be said that they are perfectly normal 
people with perfectly normal day-jobs. 

Barring a few professional riders, who are 
supported by factory teams like TVS 
Racing-the motorsports arm of TVS Motor 
Company-the bigger chunk of the field is 
made up of privateers. They spend their own 
money, ranging from ^50,000 to ^1,50,000- 
excluding the cost of the bike-to reach 
for the holy grail of endurance bike rallying 
in the country. 

Entrepreneurs, corporate executives, 
journalists, lawyers and pro riders come 
together at the Raid for their annual sip from 
a cauldron of adrenaline that bubbles in the 
craggy heights of the Western Himalaya, 
stirred by a druid who goes by the name of 
Vijay Parmar of the Himalayan Motorsports 
Association (HMA), and his team. But if one 
were to ask these bikers what brings them to 
the Raid year after year, chances are that the 
answer will be stony silence, an incredulous 
laugh or a few mumbled words. Because there 
are no eloquent answers. 

The Raid means different things to 


different people. It might be easy to assume 
that Houston-based Gurprinder Singh Sarao, 
a.k.a. Nick to his friends, who was bitten by 
the bug more than a decade ago when he 
took part in his first rally on a mere ?6,000 
budget, has seen it all on a bike... he 
embarked on a l,50,000-l<m overland trip 
around the world, passing through 73 
countries with wife Kanchan astride a BMW 
1200GS. Yet, this race on the roof of the world 
really tugs at his heartstrings. “It’s difficult to 
put into words what brings me to the Raid. 
Maybe it’s a subconscious urge to find out 
how far one can push oneself. Then, there is 
the terrain on which it’s run, unlike anywhere 
in the world,” says Nick. 

This year, in the early hours of a day in 
October when half of Shimla was just stirring 
out of bed and the other half was still tucked 
under blankets, the 27 bikes and 41 cars in the 
Xtreme category-and another 20 bikes in the 
Moto Alpine class-growled and barked out of 
the Peterhoff Hotel. Just like they have over 
the past 16 autumns. And the writing was on 
the wall: Competitors were staring at a total 
distance of 2,200 km, of which 617.61 Ion 
consisted of competitive sections divided over 
15 stages that ran against the clock. 

Barely five Idlometres into the day’s first 
stage, the perils of the Raid hit home, when 
Baljit Singh, a callow rider from Ludhiana, 
went off the cliff and some 40 feet down. The 
bike slithered a long way down to the valley 
floor where it found its resting place in a heap 
of metal and plastic. Personal gear saved the 
rider, barring a few scratches, but it has given 
him the licence to regale others about his 
perilous tumbling adventure. 

On the first day itself, the front-running 
pair of Arvind K.P. and R. Natraj, astride the 
factory-prepared prototype TVS RTR 450 
developed in collaboration with French 
bikemaker Sherco, set the stage for things to 
come. Arvind completed the day’s two 
competitive stages in just 54 min 11 sec, with 
Natraj covering the same distance two 
minutes adrift. Both riders finished ahead of 
nine-time Xtreme 4x4 champion Suresh Rana, 
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piloting a factory-tuned Maruti Suzuld Grand 
Vitara. For the record, Rana timed 
58 min 31 sec. 

The real Raid, as any experienced rider 
will tell you, begins from the second morning 
onwards when the rally enters the heart of 
Spiti Valley. On this day, the riders face a 
competitive distance of a little over 76 Ion, 
from Gramphoo to Losar. The gnarly bed of 
the Chandra Valley, hemmed by towering 
peaks, the climb up to Kunzum Pass perched 
at 14,931 ft and the descent to the first village 
in Spiti is the proverbial sieve that separates 
the men from the boys. 



The seductive straights over gravel that are 
punctuated by dips and humps, deceptive 
turns, bone-shaldng rocl<y beds of rivers, sand 
traps and extremity-numbing cold are 
omnipresent to spring nasty surprises on 
unsuspecting riders. Those who ride foreign 
bikes and possess the right riding technique 
fly low on this treacherous piece of terrain. 

But even for them or the best riders of the lot, 
there can be no guarantee of finishing. 

Arvind, the defending National Supercross 
champion, found out the painful way that 
even the slightest slip in concentration can be 
unsurmountable. After blitzing the first half of 
the stage from Gramphoo to Ratal, a distance 
of around 30 Ion, in just 28 minutes, the 
gifted rider hit a patch of black ice, launching 
the man and his machine into orbit for a very 
hard landing. His rally was over in a blink. A 
painful fracture to his right hand and a 
damaged bike were the only remains of his 


short but explosive exploits. Yet, sitting in the 
crisp autumn sun in front of Dorjee Uncle’s 
dhaba at Ratal in the shadow of the hulldng 
mass of the Chandrabhaga massif, as he waited 
for his back-up to take him to civilisation, 
Arvind could smile easily. “It’s all part of the 
game. It was good till it lasted... maybe, next 
year,” he said. His body may have taken a 
loiock, but his spirit remains indomitable. 

He was not the only casualty on that day. 
As many as seven bikes dotted the section in 
various stages of disrepair-snapped 
swingarms, sheared suspension bolts, busted 
engine chambers, blown engines and bruised 
egos remain as a testimony of the carnage. 

In the Moto Alpine category, 13 out of 20 
riders failed to make it to Kaza time control in 
the maximum permitted time. On such a day, 
Natraj nailed the stage in a jaw-dropping 
78 minutes, covering a kilometre in just a 
shade over a minute. The majority of those

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who survive the second day usually go on to 
savour the high of finishing the Raid, barring a 
few odd exceptions. 

Riding a Group A machine-a foreign 
production bike-that is made specifically for 
dual-purpose riding is the focus of desire 
among the raiders. These lightweight bikes 
with generous dollops of power, enormous 
amounts of torque and specially-tuned, 
long-travel suspensions are meant to dispatch 
anything in their path with utter contempt. 

But they cost a good deal of money and it still 
takes a lot of effort in the Raid. 

In the absence of an import policy, 
these bikes attract crippling duties of up to 
120 percent because the Federation of Motor 
Sports Clubs of India (FMSCI), which looks 
after motorsports in the country, has been 
unable to get motorsports recognised as a 
legitimate sporting activity. If that were to 
happen, bikes could be brought in as “sports 
equipment,” and a current generation Suzuld 
RMX 450R or a KTM 500 EXC would not cost 
upwards of ^10,00,000. 

Getting a monster rally bike is one thing, 
but riding it is more difficult still. Those 
weaned on underpowered Indian machines 
need to unlearn a lot and imbibe new riding 
techniques. As Suldiwant Basra, a journalist 
who was back for his fifth Raid astride a KTM 
525 EXC, says, “One has got to tame these 
bikes.” These bikes have to be ridden in the 
power band to extract optimum performance.

That’s easier said than done, because one has 
to spend considerable time in the saddle, 
traverse hundreds of Idlometres of varied 
terrain and have a reasonable level of fitness. 
“It’s all about riding fitness and how much 
time one has spent on the bike. The more one 
rides, the better one gets... with some amount 
of guidance from an expert,” says Suresh 
Babu, who finished second overall this year 
on his Suzuld RMX 450Z. “I’m happy with the 
result, given that I’d hardly ridden the bike in 
the months leading up to the event, as I was 
recovering from a rib injury suffered in 
another rally,” said Babu, who dreams and 
lives two-wheelers as the National Product 
Head for Suzuld Motorcycles in India. 

The Raid also pushes the riders to the 
limits of ingenuity. Those riding regular Indian 
street bikes have to go to enormous lengths to 
make their machines trail-worthy. And that 
requires bits-and-pieces engineering on the 
bikes, which comes without a guarantee of 
reliability or safety. Sourabh Handa, winner of 
the first MTV Stuntmania, rode a KTM Duke 
390 with a front suspension cannibalised from 
a Hero Impulse! Yet, he managed to finish 
third overall, purely on account of his 
testosterone-powered riding. 

On the fourth day, when the tail-end of 
cyclone Hudhud dumped a load of snow in 
the upper reaches of Himachal Pradesh that 
led to the cancellation of competitive stages 
and the entire leg was declared a “liaison 


section,” Handa’s bike lost traction close to 
the top of the snow-covered Kunzum Pass en 
route to Sarchu. The fall cracked the engine 
chamber. In such a situation, a normal person 
would have given in, but not a front-running 
Raid contender. Using two empty Red Bull 
cans and a fistful of M-Seal, the Ludhiana- 
based rider patched the crack, waited for it to 
dry in sub-zero temperatures, poured in fresh 
engine oil and charged into the Raid camp on 
the windswept plains, seconds before his 
maximum permitted time elapsed. 

On day six, the 16th Maruti Suzuld Raid is 
over. Only 15 of the 27 Xtreme Moto Quad 
starters have made it to the finish line in 
Manali. As they lounge around in the hotel in 
various states of euphoria and exhaustion, 
alcohol has begun to lubricate their tired 
bones and fatigued minds. They begin to 
narrate their stories of individual triumphs 
and failures-some are funny, some over the 
top, some pretty grave. But the underlying 
theme is all about pushing oneself to find 
one’s own limits, and creating a bond with 
your machine. As the dust settles, after the 
3,567 corners over 617 km of competitive 
riding, Natraj emerges the winner in the 
Moto Quad class, with a total time of 7 hr 
47 min 13 sec, which is more than an hour 
ahead of the winning 4x4. Rounding up the 
top five are Nick Sarao and Sandeep Matharu, 
in the fourth and fifth positions. But, as they 
mill around, everyone wants more. ES!

notions about models,” says Angela Lindvall,

She dropped out of modelling at 23 to raise 
her first son. “I was right at the height of my 
career, and everyone was like, ‘Are you sure? 
Your career is going to be over.’ And I was like, 
‘My body is telling me this is what I want to 
do.’ I was prepared to be done, and then I had 
this comeback.” 

Three years later, she had a second son, 
took another break from the business, and 
reemerged bigger than ever. Now the divorced 
mother makes her home on a secluded, seven- 
acre Topanga Canyon ranch. 

“I run around barefoot, I grow vegetables, 

I have a little fruit orchard, and we have 
chickens,” she says. “I feel like the real me is 
so much more the girl that is digging in the 
soil and taking care of the kids and growing 
vegetables. My boyfriend will be like, ‘Oh my 
God, I totally forgot I’m dating a supermodel.’ 
And he’s like, ‘What I love about you is that 
you’re a dork and you love to get dirty.’ ” 

That last line might actually have the double 
meaning you’re no doubt reading into it. 
Lindvall believes deeply in techniques and 
relationships that channel “masculine and 
feminine energies,” including tantric sex. She 
believes that men and women shouldn’t strive 
to be the same, but instead should aim for 
complementary roles. Personally, she likes a 
strong, rugged man, like her partner 
of two years, even if she did have to make 
the first pass, by asking for a ride on the back 
of his motorcycle. 

“I love a motorcycle,” she says. “I love being 
on a bike with a man. And I like a man who 
carries a knife and can fix things.” 

Lindvall says she’s not attracted to the 
picture-perfect guys she works with. “There’s 
nothing worse than a guy who’s taldng longer 
to get ready than me,” she says, though she 
does offer Maxim readers the same advice she 


gave her man. “I told my dude, ‘I love your 
Converse, but you’ve got to get some man 
shoes,”’ she says, stressing that men need 
leather. “I love a good pair of boots. And every 
man should have a good dress suit, especially if 
you’re hanging out with me, and a pair of cuff 
links, a nice watch, a good wallet, a nice belt: 
James Bond-ish. But I’d rather have a bit of a 
scraggly beard than the other extreme.” 

Lindvall says her holistic yoga training has, 
yes, extended to sex. 

“I’m an avid studier. Someone taught me 
how to give a great hand-job the other day- 
and a great blow-job,” she says, laughing. 

“My boyfriend was stoked! These techniques 
are so good to know. Just connecting this 
life-force energy, you can have an orgasm 
in every single cell of your body... instead of 
just down there.” 

Lindvall urges readers to slow down. “A man 
is totally fine if you go straight for the dick,” 
she says, taking a pull on her vape cigarette. 
“But don’t go straight for the parts, guys! Make 
her really want you to touch the tits, and then 
touch the tits. Then make her really, really 
want you to go down there-and get it worked 
up so that when you get there, it’s all juicy and 
ready to go.” 

She says men shouldn’t sweat the technique 
because “what turned us on yesterday might 
not turn us on tomorrow.”

Acting is a hard fucking game. It’s 
psychological warfare out there. My old 
teacher taught me that, as trivial as it may 
seem to the outside world, it’s always a 
life-and-death situation as soon as you set foot 
on the stage. So you’d better bring heart and 
soul to the work to somehow turn people on 
and enthrall them. And you want to be with 
cool people who will also enthrall you! I just

worked with William Hurt [in The Moon And 
the Sun]. I love the dude. The better the actor 
you’re working with, the better you’ll be. 

You’ve worked with Hurt, Geoffrey Rush, 
and Ewan McGregor-just to name a few. 
Who’s pushed you hardest? 

Well, the men you mentioned, for sure. Greg 
Kinnear in The Matador-and there’s a list of 
women who are so beautiful and beguiling. 
Judi Dench, and, I mean, just being dazzled by 
Meryl Streep most of my life and then to do 
Mamma Mia!-it was easy to fall in love with 
her. The good ones are really human and have 
a sense of who they are. They make you real, 
the good ones do. 

You made your name with Remington 
Steele, but James Bond took you to 
another level. 

Of course, the ghost of Bond will follow me 
forever. In many respects, that is the gift that 
keeps giving, and one can only look at it with 
gratitude and a great sense of humour and 
pride. I stood on the stage alongside Sean 
Connery and Roger Moore and the lads. I like 
playing in that part of the arena. 

Thomas Crown was another iconic hero. 
Will you do another Thomas Crown film? 

I think Thomas Crown could still work, but the 
clock is ticking somewhat. We’ve gone 
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OF COURSE, THE GHOST OF BOND WILL 
FOLLOW ME FOREVER. ONCE A BOND . 
ALWAYS A BOND." 


through a couple of scripts and never really 
hit the mark of our expectations. But maybe 
we could find another Thomas Crown out 
there and pull it off. 

Movies about spies and assassins and such 
have changed over the years. How would 
you describe that shift from Remington 
Steele to Bond to your new film. The 
November Man? 

When I was doing my first press conference 
for James Bond, which was an absolute 
baptism by fire, one of the first questions they 
asked was, “Do we really need another spy? 

Is the world of espionage real?” And, of 
course, it’s very real because countries have 
secrets, and the subterfuge of our politicians 
and the dissembling by various countries is 
very much in evidence to this day. So that 
kind of character... 

Pierce? Are you there, Pierce? 

[laughs] Sorry, I’m watching a beautiful girl go 
by on her stand-up paddleboard! Sorry, man... 
The spy movie has been good to me, that’s all 
I can say! Where were we? 

We were talking espionage and how it’s an 
area that seems as important as ever. 

Right. There’s a fascination with that, and it 
makes governments pretty nervous. But they 
control us; they’ve got us by the short and 
curlies now: They know where to find you 
and how to control the masses through 
agitation and confusion. The media has us in 
its crosshairs, and the entertainment world 
has a hand in this as well. 

Well, when you put it like that, it all 
sounds pretty bleak. 

Listen, there will be more terrible things 
happening to our young people before there’s 
less of it, because of the shaming that goes on 
online and on reality television, whether it’s 
about being overweight or whatever else. 

It’s not healthy. It’s a harsher world now. 

Which brings us to... Mrs. Doubtfire. Robin 
Williams beats you up. Was it traumatic 
being beaten up by a man in a dress? 

No! Extremely humorous. I am still proud of 


it. The choking sequence around that table 
went on for at least three days. They had to 
dismiss the children because of the joyous, 
humorous filth that came out of Robin’s 
mouth. I could hardly get through the takes. 

Since Bond, it seems like you’ve worked 
hard against the smooth grain of that 
Bond image and gone after darker parts. 

I came to America and got very lucky with 
Remington Steele, and I got branded with this 
image of being sophisticated and suave: Mr. 
Pretty Boy, Mr. Handsome. So you find 
yourself painted into a corner. It’s great, but 
you have to do something different. When I 
came into the world of Bond, the blood was 
never real, and I was caught between the 
world of Sean Connery and Roger Moore. So 
within that decade I created my own 
production company, Irish Dream Time, and 
then did The Tailor Of Panama. I was always 
trying to push against the restraints. 

The November Man reminds me of three 
films of yours: The Matador, The Tailor Of 
Panama, and The Ghost Writer. Do you see 
a common thread? 

There’s definitely a ribbon of truth in the 
continuity of performance within the four 
films. They are dangerous, bleak, lonely 
characters. They’re mangled by life and 
their own kind of self-doubts and anger. 

And that appeals to me. 

In The November Man, the role seems 
particularly gruff and tough. Was it fun to 
shake off the suave charm? 

The intention was to create a character that 
was vicious and dangerous once you opened 
the box and let him out. To show the other 
side of the coin and to do something I didn’t 
get to do in the Bond movies. We always 
wanted to make it gritty, down and dirty. 
Make him vicious, make him lethal, and give 
it as much grit as possible without getting 
totally gratuitous. But the movie had been 
close to my heart for five years. 

You seem to be busier than ever. 

What motivates you? 

Seven films in two years was definitely not 


planned, but that was just the way the cards 
fell. I’m just driven by the love of it, and that 
I can fucking do it. 

What would you say are your passions at 
this point of time? 

Acting, along with painting and looking after 
my family. I have four sons who are all 
filmmakers and actors in the making. And I 
have great mates. Still, I was standing here the 
other day with Mr. Graham Nash, and he said 
to me, “Have they found you out yet?” I said, 
“No, I don’t think they have. Or maybe they 
have but just haven’t told me.” 

Given all that you’ve achieved, do you 
think about your legacy? 

Yeah, sure. At 61 years of age, if not now, 
when? You can look at yourself as a young 
man or an old man-in the many different 
periods of manhood-but you always have to 
temper it with gratitude. 

You are one of the few actors who is brave 
enough to say, “I like sex scenes.” You also 
once famously said, “Bond was supposed 
to be this great lover, but I always found 
the love scenes in those movies a little 
dull.” So, from a viewer’s point of view, 
what does make a good sex scene? 

Sex scenes are very tricky to do. I shouldn’t 
say this too loudly-my wife is nearby. Thank 
God for my darling wife. She allows me to run 
off into the wild and do what I do. Anyway, 

The Thomas Crown Affair has a good sex scene 
[with Rene Russol . You know, they make a 
little bit nice and then they end up sliding all 
over the floor and up the stairs. On the page, it 
just said, “They make love.” You know, it’s like 
Ben-Hur: “Chariot race.” 

You were talking about your The November 
Man costar Olga Kurylenko, a former 
Bond girl, and you said, “She started with 
Daniel Craig, and she’s going to end up 
with Brosnan.” 

There’s a great sense of fun among us. Olga 
just gets deeper and richer. I have a real sense 
of admiration for Daniel doing such a majestic 
job of making Bond so big and bold and alive. 
Once a Bond, always a Bond. ES!
